He coached at Norman Junior 
College, then. at North Georgia and left the state only for war 
years in the Navy and that one year at Cumberland. 

When he first came to GTC, not more than 25 people 
were coming out of Statesboro to see his teams play. As they 
played their last in the old shoebox of a gym they’re giving 
up, townspeople were scrambling for the 800 seats.

Count on the Unexpected When Georgia and Auburn Play Saturday 


By MICKEY LOGUE 

When Auburn plays Georgia—expect the un- 
expécted. 

That's how it’s been since Dixie’s oldest 
intercollegiate football feud was launched in 
1892, and that’s probably how it always will be. 

It began with the first meeting. They were 
prepared for anything when the Tigers and 
Bulldogs started the Southern pigskin bouncing 
on Feb. 20 at Atlanta’s Piedmont Park, a spot 
associated more, these days, with tennis and 
golf than big-time football. 

Some 3,000 spectators attended the game 
described by the day's press as “the greatest 
athletic contest ever played in the South.’ 

A prophetic reporter, who witnessed Au- 
burn’s 10-0 victory, was enthusiastic no end 
over the encounter. “It (football) may even at- 
tract as many as 10,000 persons in the future 
for a single game,’”’ he said. 

Nearly three times the predicted figure will 
jam Memorial Stadium at Columbus Saturday 
for the 59th renewal of the ancient gridiron 
classic. And two times that number might be 
on hand if the seats were available. 

Only five years since 1892 have gone by

of the rivalry. Several games, too, were played 
in Macon, Savannah, Montgomery and Athens. 


Because of its location between Athens and 
Auburn, Columbus was chosen site of the 1916 
struggle, which the Tigers won, 3-0, on a field 
goal. All games since have been played there 
except Georgia's 24-0 victory in 1929 at Athens. 

A 54-year lapse occurred between Auburn’s 
most decisive trimmings of the Bulldogs, 44-0 
in 1900 and 35-0 in 1954. Georgia delivered its 
severest blows with a 41-0 verdict in 1946 and 


happened in 1941. Neither team had _ scored 
with three seconds left to play when Sinkwich 
took the snap from center, drifted back 10 
yards and passed to Lamar Davis for the win- 
ning six points. The play covered 65 yards. 

A year later came an upset unequalled in 
58 years of Tiger-Bulldog battling. All-America 
Monk Gafford and his determined Plainsmen 
teammates ignored their underdog role to stop, 
for a day, Georgia’s Rose Bowl express. The 
two touchdowns the Bulldogs were favored by 
proved Auburn’s margin of victory, 27-13. 

Coach Wallace Butts’ boys had their hour 
shortly after, however. Sinkwich, Davis, George 
Poschner and company trounced Georgia Tech, 
34-0, to buy tickets to Pasadena. 


Team after team of Georgia ‘‘bowlers” 
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dealt the Tigers misery in the forties, usually 
by large scores. The early fiftiés also saw Bull- 
dog wins. However, with the arrival of Coach 
Ralph Jordan and assistants the Tiger has re- 
gained his claws and has been on the ‘‘dishing 
out’’ end. 

Georgia Saturday would like to reverse the 
procedure of 1942. The Bulldogs, 7% point un- 
derdogs say the odds-makers, would like to 
spike the bowl punch toward which Auburn is 
working. 

The Tigers would be satisfied with anything 
from a One-point decision to a repeat of the 
04 ~bout. 

But, history reveals both teams and their 
followers will have to wait until dusk Saturday 
for the verdict.

Screaming at a Child 
May Cause Stuttering 


Tommy J., 11, has a very high 
IQ. “But he has begun to stut- 
ter terribly,”’ his jittery mother 
informed me. 

“Could it be due to the fact 
that he was a left-handed child 
and we have educated him to 


use his right hand?, 


‘Dr. Crane, I have read that 
left-handed people furnish a large 
percentage of stutterers. Is that 
true? 

‘‘And what can we do to cor- 
rect Tommy’s stuttering? I do 
not want him handicapped like 
that for the rest of his life.’’ 


STUTTER COUSINS 
Stuttering has many first cous- 


| ins. These include spastic colitis, 
| blushing, habitual nausea and 
| vomiting when confronting social 


tasks like public speaking or 
singing a solo. 

The hand complex mentioned 
earlier this week also belongs 
in the family of neurotic muscu- 


| lar conditions related to stutter- 


ing. 

Stuttering is a complex that 
is exceedingly specific. It usual- 
ly develops during a time of un- 
due humiliation and tension, as 
when a shy person. accidental- 
ly mispronounces a word and is 
laughed at by his classmates 

That single mistake may make 
his throat muscles go into spasm 
in the future when he again is 
in the same type of situation. 

Left-handedness is not a factor 
in causing stuttering unless neu- 
rotic parents or teachers ‘“‘yell’’ 
at the child chronically and say: 

“No, no, Tommy! Use _ the 
other hand!” 

This yelling may cause the 
child to stop short in confusion 
and embarrassment. 


OFFER TACTFULLY 
If your baby shows a prefer- 


ence for his left hand and you 
wish to make him right-handed, 
tactfully offer him his toys on 


the ri cht ae so he will have to 
reach for them with the right 
hand. 

Since stuttering usually de 
velops in a triangular situation, 
you can markedly relieve the 
victim’s slavery to his muscle 
spasm just by altering any one 
of the three basic points of the 
‘stutter triangle.’’ 

STUTTER TRIANGLE 

Stuttering thus starts while 
(1) speaking normally; (2) in 
your native .ongue, as English, 
and (3) to human companions. 

Change any one of those three 
points and you are on the road 
to quick improvement. 

For example, the usual stut- 
terer can sing or read aloud or 
artificially ‘‘pitch’’ his’ voice 
higher or lower, and not stutter, 
for this changes (1) above. 

Or he can usually speak in 
German or French or any other 
foreign tongue and not stutter 
for this alters (2) above. 

Again, he can talk to dogs or 
horses without stuttering, for 
they were not a party to his 
original stuttering complex, so 
we have changed (3).

is created from nagging: a 
child is never permitted to do— 


he is ordered. 
TEACH IT EARLY 

“Obedience should be taught 
gradually and early,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘‘The dawn of eonscience 
is between the ages of 2 and 3. 
A 3-year-old should know right 
from wrong. Not ethical con- 
cepts or morals, perhaps, but to 
stay away from the fire, to stay 
out of the street, and so on. 

“Parents evade the issue. I 
will give you an example. To the 
child, spilling milk is impor- 
tant. Parents have made an is- 
sue of it. Even when the child 
spills milk accidentally, he feels 
bad. But to a child to steal a 
penny is not wrong. He has had 
no experience with it. Yet to the 
parent this is stealing, a moral 


issue, 
WHEN TO PUNISH 
‘‘Punish a child not when he 


is doing wrong,”’ he said gently, 
but when he knows he is doing 
wrong. Often his conscience 
needs only a gentle prodding, a 
gentle reawakening so the next 
time he will not slip. 

*‘Just the other day a girl at 
my school did wrong. One of my 
associates said to me, ‘Why did 
you punish her? She knew she 
had done wrong. She was sorry.’ 

“I said, ‘It is exactly because 
she knows she did wrong that I
